Chicago, Aug. 31.—When the wheels 
began to turn on a special Aurora, 
Elgin and Chieigo Electric raiiway 
train out of the new Fifth avenue ele­ 
vated station at 8 o'clock last night 
General Manager Edwin C.

UiUiUu, anuer Oudwuiauer aud Ewing 
and Mifflin, had at last crossed the 


Delaware and joined Gridin's men. 
W ashington had followed them, and 
the 20th of Decemb er lound him estab ­ 
lished in new headquarters at Tren­ 
ton. A numb er of mounds in the fields 
covered with snow, some hitter recol­ 
lections and sad stories of plunder, 
rob b ery, rapine and worse, told with 
gnashing teeth or b reaking heart b y 
the firesides, were all that remained 
of their strange antagonists in the 
town. 
But the little town and the 
little valley were to he once more the 
scene of war. The great game was to 
he played again, and the little creek 
of the Assuupink was to run red un­ 
der its ice and b etween its hanks. 
On the 29th W ashington’s troops 
b egan to cross the river again. 
Two 
parties of light dragoons were sent on 
In advance, under Coluiiel Reed, assist­ 
ed b y parties of Pennsylvania rifle­ 
men dispatched b y Cadwalader. They 
clung tenaciously to the flanks of 
Von Donop. 
That unfortunate com­ 
mander had b een led away from his 
camp at Burlington in pursuit of Grif­ 
fin’s gallant six hundred. When he re­ 
turned unsuccessful, the news from 
Trenton had so alarmed him that he 
tied 
precipitately, 
ab andoning 
his 
heavy b aggage aud some of his artil­ 
lery. 
It was a work of joy for the 
pursued to pursue, a reversal of con­ 
ditions which put the heavy German 
veterans 
at a strange disadvantage 
compared with their alert and active 
pursuers. They had marched through 
that country with a high hand, plun­ 
dering and ab using its inhab itants In 
a frightful way, and they were now 
b eing made to experience the hatred 
they themselves had enkindled. 
The 
country people rose agaiflfst them and 
cut them off w ithout mercy. 
It took two days to get the troops 
across on account of the Ice in the riv­ 
er. 
And now came another difficulty. 
The time of the major part of the 
Americans had expired ou the last day 
of the year, b ut W ashington had them 
paraded and hud ridden up and ad­ 
dressed them in a b rilliant, soldierlike 
fashion, and they had to a man volun­ 
teered to remain with him for six 
weeks longer, or as much more tim e as 
was necessary to enab le him to com­ 
plete his campaign b efore he went in­ 
to winter quarters. 
He was at last 
ab le to pay them their long deferred 
salary out of the $50,000 sent him b y 
Rob ert Morris, which Seymour and 
Talb ot that day had b rought him. and 
for their future rew ard he cheerfully 
pledged his own vast estate, an exam­ 
ple of self sacrifice which Greene, 
Stark, Talb ot. Seymour and others of 
the officers who possessed property at 
once emulated. 
The men were put in 
good spirits b y a promise of $10 b oun­ 
ty also, and they were ready and ea­ 
ger for a fight. 
Reed, attended b y six young gentle­ 
men of the Philadelphia troop, had 
b een sent out to reconnoitcr. 
Up to­ 
ward Princeton they had surprised a 
British outpost composed of a sergeant 
and twelve dragoons. 
The sergeant 
escaped, hut the twelve dragoons, pan­ 
ic stricken, were captured after a short 
resistance, « and Reed and his gallant 
young cavaliers returned in triumph to 
headquarters. 
Valuab le information 
was gained from this party. Cornwal­ 
lis hfed joined G rant at Princeton and, 
with seven or eight thousand men, was 
assemb ling wagons and transportation, 
preparing for a dash on Trenton. Con­ 
firmation of this not unexpected news 
came b y a student from the college 
who had escaped to Cadwalader and 
b een sent up to General Washington. 
The situation of W ashington was now 
critical, b ut he took prompt measures 
to relieve It. 
Cadwalader from the 
Crosswicks and Mifflin from Borden- 
town, with 3.000 men. were ordered 
forward at once. They promptly ob eyed 
orders and b y another desperate night 
march reached Trenton on the morn­ 
ing of the first day of the year. 
There was heavy skirmishing all day 
on the 2d. 
Cornwallis, advancing 
in hot haste from Princeton with 8,000 
men, was checked, and lost precious 
time b y a hot rifle fire from the wood 
on the b anks of the Shab b akong creek, 
near the road lie followed in his ad­ 
vance. The skirmishers under Greene, 
seconded b y Hand, after doing gallant 
service and covering themselves with 
glory b y delaying the advance for sev- 
j oral hours, giving W ashington ample 
time to w ithdraw his army across the 
| Assuupink and post it In a strong de­ 
fensive position, had retired in good 
order b eyond the American line. 
In 
the skirmish Lieutenant Von Grothau- 
sen, he who had galloped away with 
the dragons at Trenton and b ad b een 
under suspieiou of cowardice ever 
since, had somewhat redeemed his 


reputation in that he nan b oldly rid- I 
den down upon the riflemen and had 
1 
b een killed. 
It was late in the even- * 
ing when the advance parties crossed ! 
the b ridge over the creek and sought j 
safety b ehind the lines. 
Indefatigab le 


General Knox had concentrated thirty 
pieces of cannon at the b ridge—“A 
very pretty b attery,” he called it. 
It was dusk when the eager Ameri- j 
cans saw the head of the British army j 
coming through the streets. 
They re­ 
mained silent while the enemy formed 
and advanced to attack the b ridge and 
the fords in heavy columns at the 
same time. 
The men came on in a 
solid mass for the b ridge head, cheer­ 
ing gallantly. 
They were met b y 
Knox’s artillery and a steady fire from 
the riflemen. Three times they crashed 
on that b ridge like a mighty wave, 
aud three times like a wave b roken 
they fell b ack b efore an awful storm 
of fire. 
General W ashington himself, 
sitting on his white horse, gave the or­ 
ders at the b ridge, and the b rave enemy 
wei% repulsed. 
The position was too 
strong to .b e taken b y direct assault 
without great loss; b esides, it was not 
vital after all—so reasoned Cornwallis. 
The British soldiery were weary, they 
had marched all day at a hot pace and 
were exhausted. They had not lived in 
a chronic state of exhaustion for so 
long that they never gave it a thought; 
they were not used to it as were the 
Coutinentals, and when the British 
were tired they had to re st 
They 
would b e in b etter spirit ou the mor­ 
row. 
The creek was fordab le in a dozen 
places, b ut Cornwallis resisted the im­ 
portunities of some of his officers, who 
wished tofttrd it and attack at once. 
He sent urgent messengers off to 
Princeton to b ring up the 2,000 men 
left there with Yon Donop aud to hur­ 
ry up Leslie with the rear guard, six 
miles away. 
When they arrived they 
could turn the right flank of the Amer­ 
icans, and it would he all up with 
them then, 
lie thought he had W ash­ 
ington at such a disadvantage that he 
could not escape, though the small ad­ 
vantage of position might enab le him 
to make a desperate resistance even 
with his inferior forces. 
“We will w ait,” he said to Erskine, 
“until Von Donop comes up, and Les­ 
lie, and then we’ll b ag the ‘old fox’ in 
the morning!” 
So. after b risk firing on b oth sides 
until night closed down, the campfires 
were lighted on b oth sides of the creek, 
and the British officer went to sleep, 
calmly confident that he had held the 
whining cards and all that was neces­ 
sary was that the hand should b e 
played out in the morning to enab le 
him to take the game again. He did 
indeed hold the higher cards, b ut the 
“old fox” showed himself the b etter 
player. 
On the other side of the creek, in the 
house of good Mistress Dagworthy, 
anxious hearts were deb ating. 
Gen­ 
eral 
Washington 
had summoned a 
council of war, which expressed the 
usual diversify of opinion on all sub ­ 
jects except an unwillingness to fight, 
upon which, like every other council 
of war, it was agreed. 
Indeed the 
odds 
were fearful—10,000 seasoned, 
well equipped, well trained veteran 
troops, ab ly led and smarting w ith the 
late defeat and the cheek of the day 
against 5,000 or 0,000 wretchedly pro­ 
vided soldiers, three-fifths of whom 
were raw militiamen who had never 
heard a shot fired in anger! 
Not even a leader like Washington, 
and officers to second him like Greene, 
Sullivan, Knox, St. Clair, Stephen, Stir­ 
ling, Cadwalader, Sargeant, Mercer, 
Mifflin, Reed, Stark, Hand, Glover aud 
aud others, could overcome sueh a dis­ 
parity and inequality. 
Cornwallis had only to outflank them, 
crumple them up, roll them hack ou 
the impassab le Delaware and then— 
God help them all! 
There was no disguising the critical 
nature of their situation, and the ar­ 
my had never b efore b een in so des­ 
perate a position. 
It needed no great 
skill to see the danger now to b e faced, 
b ut the mistake of Cornwallis gave 
them a b rief respite, of which they 
promptly availed themselves. 
W ash­ 
ington was not a man b efore whom it 
was ever safe to indulge in mistakes, 
and the more difficult his position the 
more dangerous he b ecame, i rial, dan­ 
ger, hazard, seemed to b ring out all of 
the most rem arkab le qualities of the 
man iu the highest degree. 
Nothing 
alarmed him, nothing dismayed him. 
nothing daunted him; the hotter the 
conflict, the more pressing the danger, 
the cooler he b ecame. 
No man ou 
earth was ever more ready and quick 
to avail himself of time and opportuni­ 
ty once he had determined upon a 


course of action. 
This campaign "was 
the most signal illustration, among 
many others, which his wonderful ca­ 
reer affords. 
Action, prompt, b old, de­ 
cisive, was as the b reath of life to him, 
hut b efore coming to a decision, con­ 
trary to the custom of great command­ 
ers generally, lie usually called a coun­ 
cil of war, which on account of his ex­ 
cessive modesty he sometimes allowed 
to overrule his own b etter judgment, 
to the great detrim ent of the cause. 
Alone he was superb . Given equal re­ 
sources, the world has not seen a gen­ 
eral with whom he could not success­ 
fully he matched. 
In this particular 
juncture, fortunately for the country, 
he insisted upon having his own way. 
There were apparently b ut three al­ 
ternatives b efore the council. The first 
was a retreat with all speed down the 
river, leaving the heavy b aggage and 
artillery, and then crossing at Phila­ 
delphia, if they could get there in time. 
But this would he to ab andon the 
whole colony of New Jersey, to lose 
the results of the whole campaign and 
leave the enemy in fine position to b e­ 
gin again in the spring, and if this 
were the end they might b etter have 
stayed on the west side of the river. 
Besides, successes were vital and must 
he had. 
Another retreat meant disin­ 
tegration and ruin in spite of the lueky 
stroke at Trenton. 
The second alternative was a b attle 
where 
they stood, and that meant 
total defeat—a thing not to he consid­ 
ered a moment. 
The army must win 
or die; and as dying could do no good, 
it had to win. 
A b rilliant idea, how­ 


ever, had occurred to the commander 
In chief, the man of b rilliant ideas. He 
communicated it to the council, where 
it instantly found adherents and ob ­ 
jectors too. 
It was the third alterna­ 
tive. 
A circuitous road called the 
Quaker road, recently surveyed and 
just made, led in a roundab out way 
from the rear of the camp toward the 
Princeton road, which it entered two 
miles from that town. 
W ashington’s 
plan was to steal silently away in the 
night b y this road, leaving b right fires 
b urning 
to 
deceive 
the 
confident 
enemy, and press with all speed to­ 
ward Princeton, strike Cornwallis’ rear 
guard there at dayb reak with over­ 
whelming force, crush it b efore that 
general could retrace his steps, and 
then make a dash for the British sup­ 
plies at New Brunswick. 
If it were 
not practicab le to reach that point. 
W ashington could take a position on 
the hills ab ove Morristown, on the

COOLEST AUGUST ON RECORD 


Temperature for Month J ust Closing 
Far Below the Normal. 
The mean temperatu re for the last 
thirty day s has been a little less than 
68 degrees, and this makes Au gu st, 
1904, a record breaker. The coolest 
Au gu st du ring the last thirty -three 
y ears, the period cov ered 
by the 
weather station, was in 1890, when 
the mean av erage was 68 degrees. 
Nothing sav e a hot, su ltry wav e today 
will cau se the mean temperatu re this 
month to reach that figu re. 
Of cou rse, this means that the tem­ 
peratu re for the month has been mu ch 
less than normal. 
Au gu st has av er­ 
aged 71 degrees since the fou nding of 
the weather serv sce. 
That meau s 
that the Au gu st of this y ear has been 
three degrees cooler ev ery day . 
The month has been far below the, 
record in the m atter of precipitation 
howev er. 
The greatest precipitation 
shown in aDy Au gu st was in 1885, 
when the rainfall amou nted to 11.22. 
The record for the present month is 
4.27 inches, which is 1.32 inches great­ 
er than the normal. 
There hav e been few hot day s in 
Au gu st. The max imu m temperatu re 
for the month was 90 degrees, while 
the minimu m temperatu re was record­ 
ed between Au g. 7 and 9. 
The tem ­ 
peratu re on Au g. 8 was fou rteen 
degrees below the normal, while the 
highest point reached du ring the day 
was 64 degrees.

$20 per car per day. 
While Sterling will make a vigorou s 
protest against a half ’ hou r service 
there is no danger of losing the city 
car service. 
The article in the Sterling Gazette 
which cau sed the Su n so mu ch u neasi­ 
ness was as follows: 
“The interu rban cars of the Sterl 
ing, Dixon & Eastern Monday morn­ 
ing began ru nning throu gh the entire 
city of Sterling. Heretofore the cars 
have ru n to the office of the company 
a t the corner of Avenu e B and W est 
Third street. 
A new schedu le was 
pu t into effect whereby the cars go 
to the entire length of the city bu t 
do not take u p passengers on their 
west bou nd trip. They do, however, 
pick u p passengers while east bou nd. 
This will not Interfere with the city 
service, as both of the city cars will 
be in commission. 
“One car will remain on the switch 
track of Sixth avenu e while the inter­ 
u rban is 
making tbe trip 
to the 
west end of the city and back, while 
the other city car will be at the west 
end and will follow the interu rban to 
the east end of the city limits. The 
new orderlgives the people of Sterling 
a city and 
interu rban service far 
belter than tbe company promised 
and tbe people appreeiate the kind­ 
ness of IMr.

M arathon race, the third foot race con­

Hick s, 
of C am bridge. Mass., w ho is the first 
U nited Statesman to win this event cele­ 
brated in the revival of Oly mpic games.
